At the Session of the Council of the North-West Territories 
begun and holden on the 26th day of May in the year of Our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one ; 

On which day, the Council being met by appointment of the 
Honorable David Laird, Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
West Territories.

His Honor then informed the Council that under the powers 
vested in him by 15th section of “The North-West Territories 
Act, 1880,” he, on the 13th day of November, 1880, issued his 
Proclamation erecting three Electoral Districts in the North- 
West Territorves named respectively Kimberly, Salisbury and 
Lorne; and that on the 5th day of February following, under 
authority of said Section, he issued another Proclamation regu- 
lating the proceedings of Elections in the North-West Terii- 
tories. And further caused a Writ to be issued by the Clerk 
of the Council on the 16th day of February, 1881, addressed to 
Kdouard Richard, Esq., Sheriff of the North-West Territories, 
commanding him to cause an Election to be held, according to 
law, of a Member to serve in this Council, for the “Electoral 
District of Lorne,” appointing the ninth of March, 1881, as the 
day of nomination of candidates, and to cause the name of such 
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Member when so elected to be forthwith certified to him. That 
under authority of the said Writ, an Election was held in the 
said Electoral District of Lorne, resulting in the election of 
Lawrence Clarke, Esq., Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, of Carlton. 

Mr. Clarke was then introduced to His Honor by Mr. 
Richardson ; and the Return of the Returning Officer, respect- 
ing said election, being read by the Clerk of the Council, the 
Oath of Allegiance and the Oath of Members of the Council 
was administered to him by the Lieutenant-Governor according 
to law, whereupon Mr, Clurke took his seat at the Council 
Table. 


His Honor then proposed to the Council for consideration a 
Bill to extend and amend the the Registration of Titles Ordin- 
ance, and the same was read a first time and ordered to be read — 
a second time to-morrow.

The undersigned has the honor to submit that by Sec. 95 of 
the North-West Territories Act, 1880, the North-West Terri- 
tories Acts, 1875 and 1877, are repealed except as to “Any duty 
acrued, right acquired, or penalty, forfeiture or lability incurred, 
or appointment made under the said Acts or any of them or any 
offence committed under them or any of them, while by Sec. 
9 of the Act of 1880 it is provided “That the Lieutenant-Goy- 
ernor in Council shall have such powers to make Ordinances for 
the Government of the North-West Territories as the Governor 
in Council may from time to time confer upon him, provided 
that such powers shall not at any time be in excess of those 
conferred by Sections 92 and 93 of the British North America 
Act, 1867, upon Provincial Legislatures. 

So far as at present known, (although advised that the subject 
of conferring powers under Sec. 9 of the Act of 1880, has en- 
gaged the attention of His Excellency the Governor in Council,) 
no order under that Section has been passed conferring powers 
upon the Lieutenant-Governor in Council to make Ordinances, 
which in the opinion of the undersigned is necessary before His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in Council can make Ordin- 
ances legally, which opinion he has entertained unchanged from 
first perusing theAct of 1880. 

It is suggested, however, that the Order in Council passed un- 
der the Act of 1877, on 11th May, 1877, conferring powers 
upon thé Lieutenant-Governor in Council to make Ordinances 
on various subjects, is, under the exceptions of Section 95 of the 
Act of 1880, “duty accrued” “rights acquired,” yet, and 
until an order under the Act of 1880 is passed, in force, those 
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words preserving it. With such contention he cannot agree but 
conceives this order ceased to have effect with the repeal of the 
Act of 1877 for the exercise of any power after such repeal, and 
were such not the intention of Parliament gathered from the 
Act itself, the words “Powers Conferred” would at least 
have been included in Sec. 95 with the other exceptions above 
referred to. 

In hopes of His Excellency’s decision upon the reference ad- 
vised as under consideration of Council, being known while the 
North-West Territories Council was in session, he has assisted 
in preparing such measures as in the interest of the country he 
feels should form and be made Ordinances, but none having 
been advised, holding the opinion above expressed, unable to aid 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in promulgating such, as 
Ordinances having the force of Law. 

There are, however, some duties directly imposed by the Act 
of 1880 upon the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, viz.: By Sec. 
68, to fix and determine the nature and amount of the security 
to be given by each registrar; and by Sec. 71 to require security 
from the Sheriff for the performance of his official duties. 

The undersigned submits that compliance with these Sec- 
tions does not necessarily require Ordinances, but may be had 
by simply adopting Minutes of Council covering the individual 
cases. He therefore suggests’ that as regards registrars, the na- 
ture to be either by Covenant with sureties of the form as used 
in Ontario, or by the Canadian Guaranty Company, naving for 
each registrar the amount required and a similarly worded 
Minute for the Sheriff.

Would you permit me to draw your attention to the fact that 
there is no provision in the Statute regulating Civil procedure 
in the North-West Territories providing for Short Forms of 
Conveyancing. In the Territories the Ontario Short Forms 
are used very generally but inasmuch as the Ontario Statute 
on the subject has no force there, the conveyance is merely the 
condensed expressions without anything enlarging or explaining 
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them, it therefore may in the future become a very nice ques- 
tion as to what the construction of these expressions may be 
held to be. A very simple Act would remedy the matter, it 
might merely embody the Ontario Acts, but I would submit 
that it should be retrospective as well as prospective as by that 
means the real meaning and intention of the parties would be 
carried out.
